Lincoln 
Way Near York 
To Start 
Novel Service. 


New School Site Place Of 
Buried 
Treasure, Says Tradition. 


A novel addition 
to the facilities 
provided for thq comfort, convenience 
and assistance of tourists on the Lin­ 
coln Highway 
will be inaugurated 
for the first time anywhere in 
the 
United States, it is believed, in York 
county. 
The work of placing emer­ 
gency telephones along the 
Lincoln 
Highway between York and Abbotts­ 
town, a 
distance of 15 
miles, has 
been started by the Highway Emer­ 
gency Service, 
Inc., a 
Harrisburg 
company which has the approval of 
the Pennsylvania 
Highway Depart­ 
ment. 
It 
is expected 
that IO of 
these telephones will be in operation 
this week and very shortly a com­ 
plete system will be 
working order 
entirely across the county. 
The telephone 
boxes are painted 
black and white and are attached to 
telephone poles at one-mile intervals. 
They are provided with special locks 
and are available for the use of mo­ 
torists 
and 
others 
traveling 
the 
highway when 
provided 
with the 
proper key. A nominal sum is charg- 
de for the key which will open all of 
the boxes. 


The arrangement is planned so that 
a motorist 
never need 
walk more 
than half a mile to communicate with 
any kind of help needed, such as the 
nearest 
garage, 
doctor, 
etc. 
Con­ 
tracts have been arranged with sat­ 
isfactory repair stations and garages 
so that 
they will answer 
all calls 
coming 
from 
these boxes 
day or 
night. 


The company making the installa­ 
tion along the Lincoln Highway as a 
test of its 
popularity contemplates 
the same installation between Har­ 
risburg and Lancaster and will push 
the installation along other import­ 
ant roads in Pennsylvania as fast as 
conditions will permit until the en­ 
tire State is covered with a network 
of highway emergency phones.

London, Aug. 22—England hopes 
to solve the servant problem by es­ 
tablishing a college for the training 
of young women in domestic science 
and 
the useful 
arts. 
The Govern­ 
ment has set aside $250,000 for the 
purpose. The cost of training an un­ 
employed girl so that she can take a 
situation in domestic service is $100. 
The girls are given a course last­ 
ing 13 weeks, with 30 hours’ instruc­ 
tion every 
week. 
They are taught 
cookery, laundry work, housewifery, 
neede work, infant welfare and hy­ 
giene. 
They also are given instruc­ 
tion in the arts of singing and piano 
playing, which 
are 
considered in­
